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Airman 
dies after 
collision 


AN airman at RAF Laken- 
heath has died in a crash just 
east of the All. 

Twenty-year-old Airman 
1st Class Darren Phillips 
died in the incident at Bar¬ 
ton Mills on Friday after¬ 
noon. 

Police were called to the 
crash just before 1.30pm af¬ 
ter reports that a silver Skoda 
and motorcycle had collided 
just east of the A11 Fiveways 
roundabout at Barton Mills. 

The ambulance service 
and air ambulance also at¬ 
tended the incident and 
airlifted Mr Phillips to Ad- 
denbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge. 

The airman died late on 
Friday evening. 

Mr Phillips had arrived at 
RAF Lakenheath in July 2014 
where he was working as a

crew chief and was assigned 
to the 48th Equipment 
Maintenance Squadron at 
the base. 

Colonel Robert Novo¬ 
tny, 48th Fighter Wing Com¬ 
mander, said: “It’s a sad day 
for the Liberty Wing, espe¬ 
cially for those who knew 
this airman, and for his 
brothers and sisters in the 
48th Equipment Mainte¬ 
nance Squadron. 

“This loss has been felt 
across our wing. 

“Right now, we’re focused 
on supporting Darren’s fam¬ 
ily, as well as the airmen he 
worked and lived alongside 
here at Lakenheath. 

“I ask that you join me in 


keeping this airman’s family, 
and all those who knew and 
loved him, in your thoughts 
and prayers.” 

Many airmen and their 
families both past and pre¬ 
sent also paid tribute to the 
airman on the RAF Laken¬ 
heath Facebook page. 

The Lakenheath base are 
planning a memorial service 
for Mr Phillips in the coming 
weeks. 

A date and time for the 
service has not yet been fi¬ 
nalised and the service will 
be held on base. 

Police are still appealing 
for witnesses following the 
crash.

"Rambo" Smith, causing 
actual bodily harm to Albert 
Smith and possessing 
a firearm with intent to 
endanger life in the early 
hours of New Years' Day.

‘Overwhelming’ support for

THE “overwhelming” sup¬ 
port of the local community 

- and even total strangers 
from far and wide - is ena¬ 
bling a primary school to 
get back on its feet after a 
suspected arson attack last 
month. 

Exning Primary School 
lost a classroom and library 

- including 10,000 books - in 
the fire in the early hours of 
September 4, the night be¬ 
fore the first day of the new 
school year. 

The blaze caused damage 
of more than £200,00, ac¬ 
cording to Suffolk police. 

But thanks to donations 
from parents, members of 
the public, other schools and 
businesses, the school is ris¬ 
ing from the ashes. 

Jane Segust, deputy head¬ 
teacher, said: “Out of some¬ 
thing so horrible has been 
something so incredible. 

“It’s been devastating but 
the support we have had 
since has been overwhelm¬ 
ing. There is still human 
kindness out there. 

“We keep saying thank you 
but those words are just not 
enough. There is a constant 
flow of volunteers coming in 
to arrange the books. 

“We had a boxful of books 
donated from Usborne 
books; Tesco loaned us their 
grocery crates because stor¬ 
age has been a huge prob¬ 
lem; Tindalls bookshop in 
Newmarket are working 
incredibly hard to replace 
books as fast as they can. 

“We have been so sur¬ 
prised to see how many 
people have helped us - you 
kind of expect parents to 
help but many of the peo¬ 
ple who have volunteered 
and donated things are not 
linked with the school at all.” 

And the support, both 
in donations and help, has 
come from far and wide.

ganisations in places in¬ 
cluding Lakenheath, Swave- 
sey and Over, north of 
Cambridge, donated items. 

Mrs Segust added: “We 
have had books donated 
from everywhere - Newmar¬ 
ket library, charity shops, ex 
pupils, businesses, Newmar¬ 
ket Academy students, and 
other primary schools. 

“The most touching thing 
is the people who have read 
about the fire and bought 
books from charity shops for 
us. It’s been heart warming.” 


The lost classroom, which 
dated from 1850, was gut¬ 
ted in the blaze. The original 
windows cracked and the 
suspended ceiling collapsed. 

The fire also put a main 
classroom out of action until 
work is completed. 

Builders have been on site 
since the blaze and hope to 
be finished by Christmas. 

Mrs Segust said staff had 
gone “above and beyond” to 
help support the class most 
affected. 

“We always called our¬ 
selves the Exning family and 
during this we really have 
been,” Mrs Segust said. 

Community events and 
fundraising drives have also 
been started since the fire. 

A former pupil, Freya 
Locke, whose children also 
went to the school, set up a 
fundraising page that raised 
almost £2,000. 

And last month, Hayley 
Gates organised a sponsored 
zumba in the school grounds 
which raised £150.

Another added: “would ex¬ 
pect the Queen to be dressed 
more appropriately” and 
said that her footwear would 
not be appropriate in a pad- 
dock. 

Local Newmarket resident 
Anne Pearce said that while 
she liked the statue, there 
were other people in New¬ 
market who should be rec¬ 
ognised before the Queen. 

She said: “I do like the stat¬ 
ue but I feel they should have 
had a statue of Henry Cecil 
with Frankel before a statue 
of the Queen. 

“Everyone who comes to 
Newmarket wants to see 


Frankel. Everyone comes 
here to see Frankel. 

“Sir Henry has brought a 
lot to British racing. 

“There should be a big 
unveiling for him and eve¬ 
rything he has done for rac¬ 
ing.” 

The town council are also 
very supportive of the stat¬ 
ue and voted unanimously 
when it was proposed that 
the commissioning group 
submitted a planning appli¬ 
cation for the statue. 

It is hoped the application 
can be submitted in mid Oc¬ 
tober, after a consultation 
period which is currently 
ongoing. 

The maquette of the statue 
can be viewed in the Na¬ 
tional Horseracing Museum 
free of charge every day from 
10am to 5pm Monday to Sat¬ 
urday and 10am to 4pm on 
Sunday. 

Visitors can leave their 
comments in a book at the 
museum. 

The statue is due to take 
about a year before it is com¬ 
pleted.

Slop sniping 
from the sides 

I FAILED fully to follow the letter 
from Mr Barry Parr ('Here's the real 
pension scandal', ( Letters , Ely News , 1 


October) of Haddenham and 'AMNT' 
an organisation of which I had not 
previously heard. 

Maybe the reason for my failure is 
that I do not claim or pretend to be 
an expert on pensions. 

I suppose that Mr Parr is an expert 
and he is evidently also an admirer of 
the politicians whose names he has 
dropped. 

I am not that either. 

What I do know about is my own 
pension situation. 

I have 'paid in' appropriately all 
my life, first as an employee and 
later as a self-employed person. I 
receive now a basic state pension of 
£115.95 per week. I believe that my 
basic state pension will be increased 
next year by the higher of inflation, 
average earnings or 2.5% (the so- 
called 'triple lock'). It may go up by 
2.5%, ie £2.90, to £118.85 per week. 
And no more. 

But something else will happen in 
April of next year. 

Newly-retired pensioners who 
have also 'paid in' appropriately will 
be in receipt of a substantially higher 
'flat-rate' state pension of no less than 
£151.25 per week. 

From April, 2016, there will be two 
classes of state pensioners - one on 
the present basic rate and the other 
on at least £151.25 - and I know that 
this will be seen as unfair to and by 
existing pensioners. 

Which is why I started my 'Two 
classes of state pensions' petition. 

I respectfully suggest that Mr Parr 
piles in with support for my petition 
and stops sniping from the sidelines. 
What I and my friends want is not 
only 'improved communications' 
from the newly-appointed pensions 
minister Baroness Altmann but also 
improved pensions and prospects for 
those who are already retired.

Bottom line is: 
it’s not fair 

I SHOULD like the opportunity to 
reply to Barry Parr's letter in the 
News, having been referred to as one 
of Geoffrey Woollard's 'followers/ 
friends'. 

He seems to seek to discredit 
individuals with a particular point 
of view, vaguely address the issue 
originally mentioned and divert 
attention to a different matter - what 
would characteristically be a typical 
politician's response. 

With no disrespect intended to 
Geoffrey Woollard; I am neither 
his follower nor his friend; I am an 
individual who agrees with his point 
of view on a specific aspect of the 
new state pension system. I did not 
make any comment regarding Lucy 
Fraser but I cannot see how people 
expressing disappointment with an 
MP's response can be described as 
'puerile'. 

With respect to Mr Parr, the role of 
the highly regarded Steve Webb is not 
relevant to the basic issue regarding 
people in receipt of the basic state 
pension. I would assume that the 
decision not to apply the same rules 
to all pensioners was ultimately in the 
hands of David Cameron and George 
Osborne who will not be dependent 


on their state pensions in retirement. 

To repeat the main issue in respect 
of the basic state pension: is it fair 
that two people born a day apart 
who have made the same National 
Insurance contributions during their 
working life will result in the younger 
person under the new scheme being 
in receipt of a state pension worth 
over £30 a week more than the day 
older person with pension calculated 
under the current scheme? 

This is clearly very significant for 
the older whose only income is the 
state pension, regarded as a 'non¬ 
winner' in Mr Parr's language. I am 
sure the England rugby team and 
their fans will feel much better as 
'non-winners' rather than losers! 

The system does not seem to be 
consistent if people who are entitled 
to an additional state pension under 
the new system will have this amount 
calculated under the old (current 
system) as well and get the higher 
amount. Why not do the same for 
existing pensioners? If there is a 
new system then everyone should 
be under this new set of rules as 
is happening in other areas of 
government policy. It seems to me 
that the only losers are those under 
the current system, I cannot see how 
it works both ways as Mr Parr asserts. 

Mr Parr distracts us from the 
issue raised by his complaint about 
'the unfairness of public pensions 
compared to the private sector' is not 
a worry for people whose only/main 
income is the state pension but I can 
only flippantly add that perhaps in 
this situation he is a 'non-winner'. 

It is a serious issue but there were 
no complaints pre Gordon Brown 
when private pensions outstripped 
public ones. I remember one public 
sector union demonstrating how 
much more their members' public 
sector pension would be if the money 
had been invested in the same way as 
the private sector did. 

I fully agree with Mr Parr regarding 
putting an improvement in the base 
pension level but why not for all 
pensioners given reports that many 
elderly people are afraid to heat their 
homes properly in case they will be 
unable to pay the bills?

We need a 
system for all 

I AM writing in response to the 
letter from Barry Parr which I feel 
downplays the disadvantages of the 
new two-tier state pension, under 
which many existing pensioners will 
receive a much lower income than 
new pensioners. 

Mr Parr states that the new system 
seeks to simplify the structure of the 
state pension. 

That's true, and it needs doing, 
however existing pensioners will 
continue to be dealt with under the 
old system, so all the burdensome 
bureaucracy and its costs related to 
that will still be in place unless the 
new pension is applied to everyone. 

Most ex-self employed people who 
are now pensioners will lose out by 
not receiving the new pension rates, 
as they are not likely to have been 
contracted out of the state system. 
New pensioners will get £35.30 per 
week, or £1835 per annum, more 


than existing pensioners. That's 
enough to pay a year's council tax, or 
a year's heating bills. 

As a pensioner (ex self employed 
person) who has recently started to 
take state pension, having all the 
necessary qualifying requirements 
for the new level of pension, I 
naturally feel it unfair that someone 
with identical qualifications who 
was merely born a few months after 
me should receive a much higher 
payment. 

This is particularly galling given the 
Government's appalling treatment of 
savers over the last few years. 

Mr Parr patronisingly suggests 
that pensioners do not understand 
the new system - incorrect - and 
he also states that the government 
has provided "improved 
communications" regarding the new 
pension. 

That is not what's needed by 
existing pensioners, what we need 
is a fair single tier pension system 
which applies to pensioners existing 
and new, after all, politicians have 
recently awarded themselves a pay 
rise which is greater than the annual 
income of a state pensioner.

A SCHOOL near Newmarket has 
been recognised for its fantastic 
achievements in its SATS results 
for Year Six pupils.

POLICE cars, paramedics and 
keen cyclists in Thailand have 
all got behind a man from So- 
ham cycling around the world in 
memory of his brother. 

Callum Fairhurst who started 
his journey in Australia in July, is 
currently in Thailand - and has 
received a baffling amount of 
support from the local residents.

“I think it worked its way onto 
a cycle page and that led to the 
support. 

“Since then, I have been fol¬ 
lowed by well over LOO cyclists in 
the past few days and had a po¬ 
lice escort. 

“An ambulance and the volun¬ 
teer rescue service as well have 
followed me. 

“I just can’t get my head around 
it.” 

Callum’s trip around the world, 
named Challenge 360, is in mem¬ 
ory of his brother Liam. 

Liam was just LO years old 
when he was diagnosed with 
cancer. He lost his battle at the 
age of L4 in June 2009, but dur¬ 
ing those four years he raised a 
staggering £340,000 for children’s 
cancer charities. 

After his death, the Fairhurst 
family launched the Liam Fair¬ 
hurst Foundation, which sup¬ 
ports young people in the UK af¬ 
fected by cancer, disabilities and 


illnesses. 

Callum, who was 12 when his 
brother died, said: “I made Liam 
two promises when he passed 
away. The first was to live a great 
life and the second was to help 
others. 

“This ride has been an ambi¬ 
tion for quite a few years and now 
I’m doing it. 

“I’m living a great life because 
this trip is a dream of mine but at 
the same time we’re helping oth¬ 
ers. 

“We’re raising money for the 
charities in the places we go 
through as well as the Liam Fair¬ 
hurst Foundation.” 

So far, Callum has cycled 
through Australia, New Zealand, 
Indonesia, Singapore, Malaysia 
and Thailand. 

He will also be travelling to 
Cambodia, India and across Eu¬ 
rope and hopes to finish in New 
York next March.

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OWNER-BREDER Anthony Oppen- 
heimer remains “fairly keen” to give 
his stunning Prix de l’Arc de Tri- 
omphe hero Golden Horn one last 
hurrah in the Breeders’ Cup Turf. 

The Epsom Derby, Coral Eclipse 
and Irish Champion Stakes winner 
earned Newmarket trainer John 
Gosden his first victory in the pres¬ 
tigious race in France on Sunday. 

It was a brilliantly-judged ride 
from Frankie Dettori - who was 
winning his fourth Arc - to claim 
a momentous victory in the 
Longchamp showpiece and while 
Golden Horn will not be kept in 
training as a four-year-old, a trip to 
Kentucky at the end of the month 


remains a distinct possibility. 

Oppenheimer, who celebrated 
Golden Horn’s latest triumph with 
connections of the placed horses 
in Paris on Sunday evening, will 
wait to see how his pride and joy 
recovers from his exertions before 
committing to a trip across the 
Atlantic, but revealed the early signs 
were positive. 

Looking to the future, the owner 
said: “We’ll just have to see how 
he is as you don’t really know how 
much the race has taken out of him 
for two or three days. 

“I think we’re fairly keen to 
go to the Breeders’ Cup, but the 
horse has had such a good year, I 


don’t want to push him too much. 

“I actually saw a Breeders’ Cup 
representative at Longchamp and 
we will certainly think about it, but 
we will let the horse tell us. 

“He definitely won’t be back next 
year. 

“I know some horses come back 
as four-year-olds if they have some¬ 
thing to prove, but I honestly don’t 
think we have anything to gain. 

“He’s won his Group Ones over a 
mile and a quarter and a mile and 
a half. 

“The only race you’d want to 
really target (next year) would be 
the King George, but he could end 
up getting a cough or the ground 


could come up very soft again as it 
did this year. 

“After a fantastic year, I’m very 
happy as a breeder to send him to 
stud and looking forward to seeing 
his foals the following year.” 

Golden Horn will retire to Dar- 
ley’s Dalham Stud, with Oppenhe¬ 
imer retaining a half-share. 

He said: “If he goes to the 
Breeders’ Cup, he will obviously 
race in my colours and then when 
he gets back we’ll take him along to 
the stud so he can get to know the 
staff a little bit and they can get to 
know him. 

“If he doesn’t go to America, we’ll 
probably take him a little bit earlier.” 


Love is in 
the air after 
victory in 
the I'Opera 

HUGO Palmer is keen to let 
the dust settle on Covert Love's 
magnificent victory at Longchamp 
on Sunday before making plans 
for the rest of the year. 

Winner of the Irish Oaks at the 
Curragh before being touched 
off in the Yorkshire Oaks, the 
three-year-old stepped back to 
a mile and quarter for the Prix 
de I'Opera and made virtually 
every yard of the running under 
a perfectly-judged ride from Pat 
Smullen. 

Palmer is not ruling out a tilt at the 
QIPCO British Champions Fillies & 
Mares Stakes at Ascot on Saturday 
week, while a trip to Keeneland for 
the Breeders' Cup Filly & Mare Turf 
will also be discussed. 

"I'm feeling slightly dusty this 
morning, but the filly is on her 
way home and the reports are 
that she's in good form," said the 
Newmarket handler. 

"The last time I saw her was in 
the winner's enclosure, so we'll 
just get her home, see how she 
is and have a good chat with the 
owners about what we're going to 
do next. I'm not ruling anything 
in or out. 

"She remains in the Ascot race 
and if she is to go the Breeders' 
Cup, the Filly and Mare (Turf) 
would be the race she'd run in. 

"She's had quite a long year but 
if we don't run her again, we're 
going to lose that weight for age 
allowance, so we'll see." 

Royal Ascot winner Goldream 
lunged late to land the Qatar Prix 
de I'Abbaye de Longchamp for 
Robert Cowell, with the William 
Haggas-trained Muthmir in third. 

Newmarket trainer Cowell said: 
"That's outstanding - absolutely 
brilliant. I know he's good, but to 
win two Group Ones in one year 
is pretty outstanding stuff. 

"All year he's been working 
brilliantly and just looks a different 
horse altogether this year. 

"We worked him about 12 days 
ago in Newmarket with a horse 
called Speed Hawk, who was 
beaten by a neck in a Listed race 
at Ascot on Saturday, and he just 
absolutely hacked all over him. 

"He'll go to Dubai now. He was 
going to go to the sales, but we 
didn't enter him and the owners 
decided to keep him. 

"We brought him here for the 
trial but the weather wasn't right 
and he didn't run, but it's paid off. 
I'm looking forward to taking him 
to Dubai." 
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
